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Menards is 
coming, but 
not right now

“Menards is coming. Menards is coming,” 
chanted Van Buren Township Planning 
Commissioner Bob McKenna on June 24 
after the planning commission approved 
the final permit Menards needed before 
moving forward with construction of its 
home improvement store. 

But Tom O’ Neil, real estate representative 
for Menards, told the Independent following 
that meeting that he doesn’t know when 
construction would start. 

“It’s a big project,” O’Neil said of the 
building of a 1,019,014-square-foot facility 
and two accessory structures. 

When asked about the Scio Township 
store, where construction has been delayed, 
O’Neil said that store will be opening this 
summer. 

O’ Neil said he realizes that the Van Buren 
Township store originally was scheduled to 
have a ground breaking in April and that 
didn’t happen. It had been scheduled to 
open in February, 2016. 

He did say that Menards does own the 
property now where it plans to build, just 
north of Walmart on Belleville Road. 

O’Neil was asked if construction was 
being delayed because the agreement with 
Walgreens has not been finalized to close 
its drive onto Belleville Road just south of 
the proposed Menards’ drive that already 
has a traffic signal. 

O’Neil said Menards has been assured 
that the Walgreen agreement will not hold 
up the project. 

In its actions June 24, the planning 


commission unanimously approved 
Menards’ final site plan and its tree removal 
permit. 


Menards has been working on approval

VBT Board to decide how much 
millage to put on November ballot

Van Buren Township will be asking voters 
to approve millage to run the Public Safety 
Department. If more millage is approved, it 
could turn the paid-per-call fire department 
into a full-time department and get rid of 
the expensive blended-rate employees. 
The question(s) will be on the November 
ballot, but how much officials will be 
asking for is yet to be determined. They 
agree 7 years is a good time span, up from 
the 5 years of the current millage. 
It could be: 

e Simply 4 mills, which would be a 
renewal of what is expiring at the end of 
2016 — but officials say this isn’t enough; 

e Or, it could be 6.25 or 6.5 mills (which 
is the 4 expiring mills plus an extra 2.25 or 
2.5 mills); 
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e Or, it could be two questions: 1. renewal 
of 4 mills and/or 2. An additional 2.25 or 
2.5 mills. 

On Tuesday afternoon, the township 
board discussed the issue for two hours in a 
special work/study session, with input from 
a half dozen members of the audience. 

Then, the board asked Lianne Claire, 
executive assistant to the supervisor, to 
write up ballot language for board members 
to consider at next Monday’s work/study 
session. The decision on what to put on the 
ballot is expected to be made officially at 
the July 7 regular board meeting. 

Supervisor Linda Combs said Claire has 
written the legal wording for many ballot 
proposals in the past and Claire offered to 
write this up for the township. 

The board has to have this language to 
Wayne County by the Aug. 11 deadline for 
the Nov. 3 ballot. 

Supervisor Combs started the discussion 
on the millage question by noting the Public 
Safety Millage of 4 mills expires at the end 
of next year. She said the board was trying 
to decide how to handle this and board

Court Watching: 

Driver in fatal 
VBT accident 
bound over

On June 24 at the 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green ordered that John 
Charles Hagadorn, Jr., 19, be bound over 
to the higher court to face three felony 
charges in a fatal traffic accident. 

He is due to be arraigned on the information 
by Circuit Court Judge David Groner at 9 
a.m. July 8 at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit on charges of operating 
while intoxicated causing death, reckless 
driving causing death, and operating a 
vehicle with any blood alcohol content 
while under the age of 21. 

Hagadorn, who was injured in the crash 
and fire that killed his brother on April 27, 
2014, in Van Buren Township, was present 
for a probable cause hearing before Judge 
Green on May 13. Looking very fragile 
and unsteady, he was accompanied by his 
retained attorney Michael Vincent. 

Hagadorn’s grandmother was in the 
courtroom and told the judge that she is 
taking care of John because of his many 
injuries. She said both boys involved in the 
accident were her grandsons. 

The grandmother said John suffered a 
closed-head injury, burned arm, face, leg, 
and ankle and twisted knee. Vincent said 
he had loss of sight and hearing, right knee 
surgery, and fourth-degree burns on his left 
leg. 

His grandmother said John needs the 
plates and pins in his foot completely 
redone, but he turned 19 and the insurance 
dropped. 

Vincent said a witness said the car was 
on fire prior to the accident. He said that 
Cobalt Chevrolet had a leaky fuel valve 
and, “GM killed that young man.” 

“He was drunk, there was an accident, 
somebody died,” Judge Green said, adding 
that it is a tragedy. 

Hagadom was out on $50,000 personal 
recognizance bond and his preliminary 
exam was held June 24, also before Judge

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Banotai Pk. to get dock additions, gates, streetlights

Atits regular meeting June 23, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees approved 
two dock additions, two new gates, and 
two new street lights, all for Banotai Park 
and all paid for by a Wayne County Parks 
grant. 

The board voted unanimously to: 

e Approve R. Henry Construction to 
build and install two dock additions to the 
existing dock for $1,200; 

e Purchase two gates from Hoover Fence 
Company for $2,800; and 

e Pay DTE Energy upfront the cost of 
$3,492.17 to install two new street lights at 
Banotai Park. 

In other business at the June 23 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a letter of understanding with 
the Police Officers Association of Michigan 
that temporary, full-time police officers 
who work 40 hours without benefits, will 
get six paid-time-off days instead of two. 
Attorney Rob Young said the police staff 


is short right now. One officer is out on 
medical, two are at school, and the police 
department detective has gone on road 
patrol to fill in the gaps; 

e Approved the reappointment of Jay 
Bardell to the Planning Commission with 
a term to expire June 22, 2018; 

e Accepted the resignation of Building 
Official John Tackett and approved Tim 
Wright as the new Building Official; 

e Approved a resolution stating fees for 
Freedom of Information Act requests in 
compliance with the state’s 2015 FOIA 
Amendments; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy, the 
board’s liaison to the planning commission, 
announce that the survey to gather 
information for the update of the master 
plan is now on the township website and 
in paper version at the clerk’s office. The 
survey will be taken until Sept. 1 and then 
compiled for discussion at the October 
planning commission meeting; 

e Heard Trustee Oddy say the committee 
that was working on an ordinance to control 


marijuana provisionary centers has tabled 
its work to wait and see what the state 
legislature does. He said it could end up 
that the provisionary centers would have 
tules enforced by the state, which would 
be good for the township; 

e Heard Treasurer Alan Bates thank 
Carleton Farms for sending out three 
machines and crews to work all day at 
Banotai Park, providing an estimated 
$3,000 to $4,000 of donated time to put the 
park roads into shape. “They are a good 
corporate friend,’ said supervisor John 
Morgan. “Thanking them is in order”; 

e Heard Deputy Treasurer Karen Armatis 
announce the tax bills will be going out 
on July 1. They are pink this year and will 
carry an assessment from Wayne County 
for the county’s pensions; and 

e Went into closed-door session to 
discuss collective bargaining with the fire 
department. Attorney Rob Young said 
the board would set parameters for the 
negotiating team. 


After 11 years of recording governmental 
meetings and special events in Sumpter 
Township, videographer Sam Cumberledge 
has resigned.

Court Watching: 
Meijer employee

On June 17 before 34" District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley, Alante Darnett 
Glass, 23, took a plea deal, saying he was 
guilty of misdemeanor embezzlement 
on May 13 when he was an employee at 
Meijer in Van Buren Township. 

He had been charged with felony 
embezzlement, as an agent or trustee taking 
$1,000 or more but less than $20,000. Then 
the plea deal was worked out with the 
prosecutor. 

Glass told Judge Oakley that he was 


for a bond review. 

Huziak was arrested on a warrant after 
the charge was approved by the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office following 
an extensive investigation by Sumpter 
Township Detective/Corporal John Toth. 

Huziak is alleged to have had individual 
sexual encounters with two juvenile males, 
ages 14 and 15, on separate occasions in 
and around February of this year. 

The investigation started after a complaint 
to police by the father of the 15-year-old 
after he learned of a sexual encounter 
between Huziak and his son. 

Robert Charles Zumbro 
Robert Charles Zumbro, 34, of Sumpter 


Township, was arraigned June 12, on 
three counts of criminal sexual conduct 
- third degree stemming from an alleged 
sexual relationship with a juvenile female 
acquaintance. His preliminary exam was 
set for July 1 at 34th District Court in 
Romulus and he is currently being held in 
the Wayne County Jail on $250,000 bond. 

Zumbro was arrested on June 11 following 
an investigation by Sumpter Township 
Corporal John Ashby and Det//Cpl. Toth. 
The case was then submitted to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office who approved 
the charges. Zumbro is alleged to have had 
an approximate two-month ongoing sexual 
relationship with a 14-year-old female that 


began in April of this year. 

The investigation started on June 2 
after a complaint to the department by the 
juvenile’s mother upon her learning of the 
sexual encounters between Zumbro and 
her daughter. 

Criminal sexual conduct in the third degree 
is a felony punishable by imprisonment for 
not more than 15 years. 

A person is guilty of criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree if the person 
engages in sexual penetration with another 
person and if that other person is at least 13 
years of age and under 16 years of age.

heading out to lunch and took items without 
purchasing them. Judge Oakley asked if he 
had any trouble with the law before and he 
said he did as a juvenile “when a principal 
put his hands on me at BHS” (Belleville 
High School). 

Glass had been out on $3,000 or 10% 
bond. 

Judge Oakley said Glass had to pay $770 
restitution to Meijer, spend 10 days on the 
court work program, and be on probation 
for 24 months. Fines were $1,695 minus 
his returned bond which reduced the cost 
to $1,395. 


VBT Det./Sgt. Mark Buxton was the 
officer in charge of the case. 
Kevin Trinell Newell 
Kevin Trinell Newell, 46, who was 
charged with felony uttering and 
publishing, accepted a plea deal and pled 
guilty to a misdemeanor charge of larceny 
up to $1,000. 

He told Judge Oakley that he tried to 
cash a money order in a drive-through in 
Van Buren Township on Dec. 28, 2013 
although he knew it had no value. He was 
given his ID back and the person at the 
window called police. 


Judge Oakley said since he got no money 
there is no restitution, but there is $895 in 
fees and fines, 20 days on the court work 
program, and 24 months of non-reporting 
probation. 

The recommendation for his warrant was 
April 16, 2014 and he was referred to Drug 
Court the same day. Newell was out on 
$10,000 personal recognizance bond after 
being arraigned. 

VBT Det/Sgt. Buxton was the officer in 
charge of the case. 

Judge Oakley explained that the work

doors forever 


On June 24 the Romeo Observer closed 
its doors for the last time. Its owner Melvin 
Bleich announced the closing in a brief 
comment on the front page. 

Melvin is age 94 and he was our mentor 
when we opened the Independent more 
than 20 years ago. He explained how 
legal notices are a public service and you 
shouldn’t charge more than half your 
regular price for legals. We charge less. 

He showed us many things a proper 
weekly newspaper should do and we 
followed his lead. 

Mel always told us that you should never 
sell to a chain of newspapers because they 
ruin a paper by just concentrating on the 
money involved and slighting the service 
to the community. 

Well, Mel didn’t sell to a chain, although 
he had many offers. 

Mel, a World War II veteran who in May 
1959 bought a struggling weekly paper in 
Romeo, MI when his family was young, 
loved owning a newspaper. He and his wife 
Joan were pillars of the community. Joan 
died in 2005, but Mel is still with us. 

All small newspapers are struggling these 
days because of the internet, and many 
have folded. We’re surprised and saddened 
that the Observer is among those lost. But, 
we are comforted by the man who stuck to 
his word about not selling out to a chain. 
Mel closed his doors and said goodbye, 
like a gentleman.

I asked about it and found out that the 
Moose has a group of single members who 
travel from lodge to lodge in the summer 
with the final destination of Bangor, Maine. 
The ones we saw were the second round of 
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visitors from out of state. 

A woman who has felt safe living in Van 
Buren Township for more than 50 years, 
now feels unsafe. It has to do with the fake 
AT&T guys that keep coming to her door 
after both her husband and son have left for 
work in their vehicles and the house looks 
deserted. 

She said in the last two months four 
different men, between the ages of 25 and 
35, have come to her door one at a time 
and rung the doorbell and knocked on the 
window glass. 

She speaks to them out her window and 
they say they’re from AT&T. They are 
wearing blue AT&T shirts. The tag on their 
neck is not a picture ID, but something like 
a black and white business card. They are 
always on foot and there is no AT&T vehicle 
anywhere in the area. 

They tell her she is on their list. She says 
she has told them to take her off their list. 
They always say it is their first day on the 
job and they’ll have to ask their supervisor 
about taking her off the list. 

“They are trying to get me to open the 
door,” she said. 

She said she has called AT&T and has 
been told they do not go door to door. She 
has called Van Buren Police Department 
every time they come and the police also 
said AT&T does not go door to door and to 
call police back if the fake AT&T guy comes 
back. So, she does. 

The family is considering getting her a gun

for protection.

to build at this location for more than a year 
and had tried to get approval for a separate 
site before that on the North I-94 Service 
Drive / Belleville Road near the old Farmer 
Jack. It pulled out of work on that site. 

The present site is about 27.24 vacant 
acres. 

At the June 24 meeting, planning 
consultant Sally Hodges of McKenna 
Associates said Menards wished to put a 
chain link fence around the north drainage 
pond in the woods, instead of a decorative 
wrought-iron looking fence required by the 
township around drainage ponds. 

Hodges said the chain link can’t be 
approved administratively because 
conditions can change and the pond may 
be visible to the condos to the north. The 
planning commission would have to decide 
on that, she said. 

Commissioner Bryon Kelley said, “It 
should be wrought iron.” 

Commissioner Joan Franzoi agreed. 
“Some of the condos are two-story. It 
should be a decorative fence.” 

“I would tend to agree,” Commissioner 
McKenna said, adding the pond could be 
seen from the second story of a condo. 

The commission agreed to require 
the decorative fencing and O’Neil said 
Menards would do it if it was required. 

Hodges and the commission also wanted 
amenities by Belleville Road — “A bench 
or two and a few other things,” said 
Commissioner Don Boynton, who was 
presiding at the meeting in the absence of 
chairwoman Carol Thompson. 

“We did not see it as a pedestrian corridor,” 
O’Neil said of Belleville Road. “But if you 
want it, they will do it.” 

Hodges said, “It is surprising. A 45-mph 
corridor and the number of people who 
walk.” 

Commissioner McKenna then complained 
about the missing cover of a trash container 
he observed at the Menards location in 
Livonia. 

“Hopefully that’s an aberration,” O’Neil 
said, noting it was the store manager’s job 
to maintain the containers. 

McKenna didn’t like the looks of the 
trash containers, but O’Neil said that is the 


container all the Menards stores have. 

O’ Neil said it was Menards’ understanding 
that the lights in the north part of the pallet 
area would be below the roof of the 14’ 
enclosure and on the south and west sides 
the light could be four feet above the 
pallets, as in all the other Menards stores. 

He said the lights are arm-mounts and 
recessed shoebox in nature, tilted to the 
interior of the lumber yard. He said it was 
800 feet away from the residences. 

Hodges said that the township hadn’t 
agreed to some lights being higher and all 
the lights needed to be below the roof. 

O’Neil agreed to lower all the lights 
below the 14 feet. He also agreed to adjust 
the photometric plan to make sure the lights 
don’t shine into the residences. 

David Nummer of Wade Trim engineers 
asked, “If the north pond ever overflows, 
where would it go? It’s a higher elevation 
than the south pond and it is designed to 
drain to the south pond.” 

He asked Menards to create a swale to 
direct the overflowing water to the south 
pond instead of just overflowing. 

“Tt would be a rare occurrence, if it 
happened at all,” Nummer said. 

O’Neil wanted to know if this change 
would interfere with the storm water permit 
he got from Wayne County and Nummer 
said it wouldn’t. 

As part of the last permit granted -- the 
tree removal permit -- Menards agreed 
to replace 236 trees on the site and pay 
the township $81,550 for the tree fund 
allowing trees to be planted elsewhere 
in the township. That was for trees that 
couldn’t be replaced. 

Clark gas station final approval 

Joe Nasser received final site plan 
approval from the planning commission for 
his plan to rebuild the existing Clark gas 
station at the corner of Sumpter and Hull 
roads and to add a convenience store with a 
new 2,000 square foot brick building with 
a peaked roof. 

The 1.01-acre site at 15400 Sumpter Road 
was recently rezoned C-1 which allows gas 
stations as a permitted use. 

Actually, although it has been a Clark 
station, all the drawings show a Citgo sign 
like his Citgo gas station at the corner of 
Sumpter and Willis roads in Sumpter 
Township. 

Nasser said the planning consultants

wanted his sidewalk to go all the way to the 
street, but Wayne County said the sidewalk 
should stop before the intersection. 

Nummer explained that you have to have 
ramps on both sides and since there isn’t 
anything across the street, he needs to stop 
short of the roadway. 

Nasser said he plans to start construction 
in a few weeks. 

Like the Menards’ project, Nasser’s gas 
station project has been in the works for 
years.

Get a seat by being on 


time for school events 


June 4, 2015 
Dear VBPS Superintendent, Principals, and 
Parents: 

Last evening I attended the “Moving- 
Up” ceremony for Owen Intermediate 
sixth graders at the Belleville High School 
auditorium. Last week I attended a music 
concert for Tyler Elementary there as well. 

Pd like to begin on a positive note and 
mention that I think the large turnouts are 
an encouraging sign. It’s wonderful that 
so many parents and family members are 
interested and participative in our children’s 
education and activities. 

However, anyone in attendance of 
these events would’ve also noticed all 
the parents and some of the students that 
were left standing. With that said, it seems 
the available seating is barely enough 
to accommodate everyone interested in 
attending. 

I would hope that school board and 
administration is taking note at these events. 
Perhaps the ceremony last night could’ve 
been split into two different nights, or the 
concert last week could’ve been divided 
amongst grades, or held as invite-only 
events where each student is allotted maybe 
2 to 6 tickets to distribute as the parents see 
fit (parents, siblings, grandparent, etc.). 
These are just general and random ideas. 

An issue greater than the lack of space, 
however, was  inconsiderateness and 
rudeness that many others and I witnessed. 
For example, a woman was “saving” an 
entire row for people who had not yet 
arrived. I saw a sixth grade student with his 
parents who were left to stand as she rudely 
informed them the seats were unavailable. 
The persons for whom she was saving the 
seats didn’t arrive until at least 20 minutes 
after the ceremony began. 

I attended with my two children and 
another — for four of us in all. We arrived 
at least 15 minutes prior to the beginning 
of the ceremony and were unable to sit 
together in the same section. Not because 
there weren’t enough seats at that time, but 
because there were so many vacant seats 
being “held”. 

This has been a problem for many 
years at many school events. Perhaps an 
announcement could made prior to and 
during future events stating seating is on a 
first-come, first-serve basis. 

It’s unfortunate to think how quickly a 
minor dispute over seats could get heated 
and possibly turn physical. These events 
are held to honor and support our children. 
They should be a time of enjoyment for the 
parents and students, not stress and anger. 

Let’s teach our children that to be a little 
early or at least on time is what gets one “a 
seat,” not entitlement and blatant disregard 
for those around us.

members would like to put a question on 
the November ballot. 

Combs said a community committee has 
been formed to work on the issue. It’s up 
to the board to decide whether to ask just 
for a renewal of the 4 mills only or to ask 
for more. 

She said the 4 mills, which brings in a 
little over $3.4 million, covered less than 
half of the Public Safety Department’s $9 
million budget for last year. 

Trustee Phil Hart said, “I think we all 
need to understand that the Public Safety 
Department includes police, fire, dispatch 
and animal control.” 

Jason Wright, Public Safety Department 


Deputy Director-Police, said the former 
animal control officer went to the water 
department for a short time and came back 
on Monday. 

Wright said since ACO Bob Queener came 
back they are reviewing the job of animal 
control/ordinance officer and looking at 
numbers. While Queener was gone, the 
department used Romulus Animal Control 
to do most of Queener’s ACO jobs. Wright 
also said the police department needed 
about $180,000 of technology equipment 
replaced. 

But, it was the fire department that 
came under the most discussion. Trustee 
Hart said the board has been looking 
at documentation that shows the fire 
department has become a training ground. 
VBT trains fire fighters and then they leave

to take full-time jobs elsewhere. It costs 
about $13,295 per fire fighter for training, 
equipment and uniforms, and other steps to 
get them on board, he said. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he took the 
proposed budget and noted the $13,295 per 
fire fighter and found 28 had been trained 
and left. He figured it cost $345,675 to train 
those who didn’t stay. 

Fire Chief Dan Besson took issue 
with that figure, saying some fire fighter 
candidates come with credentials and don’t 
cost that much to get on board. Others are 
eliminated early in the process, so the cost 
of those candidates is minimal. 

But, Chief Besson’s proposal is for a 
full-time department with 15 full-time 
fire fighters, at a cost of $622,050, plus 
16 permanent part-time fire fighters, at a 
cost of $284,361. When other costs were 
figured in, it appeared the fire department 
would need $1.9 million in its budget. 

The blended-rate officers, who work at 
a full-time job in the police department or 
ordinance department, would not be able 
to work in this reorganized fire department 
because a new township policy prohibits 
employees from working in more than one 
department. 

The discussion focused on the township 
not having enough money to keep the police 
and fire services at their high quality since 
the recession of 2008 and the resulting 
downturn in tax collections. 

Nothing has been set aside in savings for 
a new fire truck, but that could happen if 
6.5 mills were passed, Combs said. 

Former VBT Supervisor Paul White said 
for a $100,000 home, the 6.5 mills would 
cost about $650 in taxes, which is $250 
more than is paid now for the 4 mills. He 
said many residents of VBT are senior 
citizens whose income does not go up, 
implying this would be a hardship. 

Bob McKenna said from the audience, 
“Go for the whole enchilada. If it fails, 
we have another chance and we go into 
action.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said if the millage 
doesn’t pass on the second try, then drastic 
cuts would be in order, such as laying off 
two police officers and going back to a 
volunteer fire department.

program sentence was instead of jail, but 
if a worker failed to appear for his or her 
assigned time, there could be a fine or the 
work option could be dropped and the 
person could be sent to jail instead. 
William Dee Montgomery 
William Dee Montgomery, 55, was 
charged with possession of narcotics less 
than 25 grams, in VBT on June 1. 

He asked Judge Oakley to waive his 
preliminary exam at the district court and 
to be bound over to circuit court at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit for 
a June 24 arraignment on the information. 

Montgomery had a bond of $10,000 or 
10% on this charge, but was lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail on another charge. 

Judge Oakley said Montgomery’s yellow 
jail outfit indicated he had a probation 
violation. Montgomery had been sentenced 
to probation for a first-degree retail fraud 
guilty plea on Nov. 6. 

At his June 24 arraignment, he got a 
plea deal and pled guilty. His guilty plea 
was accepted by Judge David A. Groner, 
who will sentence him on July 21 for both 
the narcotics offense and his probation 
violation.

At that exam, Prosecutor Danielle 
Peterson called witness Kyle Franklin to 
testify.

dragged the person away. He said the fire 
was getting bigger. He testified the rear 
part of the vehicle was on fire. 

He said because of the fire no one could 
get close enough to see if someone else was 
in there, but the driver was yelling a name. 
He said the driver said there had been 
two in the car. The driver was incoherent, 
Franklin said, but it sounded like he was 
calling “Greg.” 

Franklin went back to his truck and told 
Onstar to get some help there ASAP and 
then the first police officer arrived. 

Franklin recalled the person they helped 
was smoldering and was a white male in his 
early 20s or late teens. He said the person’s 
legs and arm were injured, his pants torn, 
he was bloody and his arm was bloody. 

The car became fully engulfed and there 
were popping noises, Franklin testified, 
and they couldn’t tell if someone was in 
the vehicle. 

When the fire truck arrived, he had to 
move his truck. Then police took his 
information and he went on to work and 
wrote his statement for the police during 
his break, about 2 in the morning. 

Vincent questioned Franklin, who said 
he is an air traffic control specialist now 
working in Kalamazoo. 

The prosecutor showed a series of pictures 
of the accident scene which showed the 
vehicle against a tree. 

Franklin said he drove race cars for 13 
years and had experience with situations 
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like this. 

The next witness was Michigan State 
Police Det./Sgt. Kevin Lucidi, who is 
the Traffic Crash Reconstructionist for 
Southeastern Michigan. 

Det/Sgt. Lucidi testified on what he 
found the crash data retrieval unit (CDR or 
“black box”) said about the incident. His 
report was 13 pages long and he referred to 
it as he testified. 

When questioned about the speed of the 
2008 Cobalt, Det./Sgt. Lucidi explained 
that the CDR records readings for the last 
five seconds before an event. He testified 
the speed of the Cobalt was 96, 96, 96, 96, 
and then 78 mph one second before the 
event. 

He gave other results, including that the 
brakes were off for the four seconds before 
the crash and on one second before the 
crash. The accelerator was pressed: 56%, 
35%, 51%, 17%, and 0%. 

The driver and passenger seat belts were 
shown to be buckled, and the air bags 
deployed. 

The prosecutor suggested the speed may 
have been reduced when the car struck 
the fire hydrant and Det./Sgt. Lucidi said 
fire hydrants are designed to break away 
and would not stop the vehicle, but would 
cause a few mph reduction. 

Det./Sgt. Kenneth Toney was the officer 
in charge and sat next to the prosecutor in 
the courtroom during the exam.

Also, in fiscal year 2010-2011 DWSD began to have a fixed rate attached to the 
overall cost of water.

With the increase of the fixed rate from 40% to 60% over the last fiscal year the City 
of Belleville will now pay nearly $15,000.00 per month if the City uses no water or one 


million gallons of water. 


The increase in the fixed rates that the residents will see is the increase that DWSD 
has passed onto the City. The City is NOT adding any additional increases on the 
water bill except for that increase in fixed rates from DWSD. 


We know that this is a large increase, but in order to maintain the quality service that 
you as a resident expect from your City this increase was necessary. 


Overall the cost of your water is a great valve when you compare it to bottle water. 
The cost of a gallon of water from DWSD is less than two cents per gallon while a 
gallon of bottle water based on the cost of a 16.9 ounce bottle of water ($0.99) is 


almost $7.50.
